of the members were present, namely, 
Commodore Howell, Captain McCor­ 
mick, Civil Engineer Endicott, Chief 
Engineer Perry, Lieutenant Fletcher 
and Lieutenant Chambers, recorder. 
Before proceeding with the work of 
organization tho members of the board 
called upon Acting Secretary Roosevelt 
and had a long ta.* w'ifh hun respect­ 
ing the undertak rig before them. 
The 
acting secretary expressed his views as 
to the intention of cotigr s-, and the 
lxiard was ready for work after a room 
had been secured. 
Tile plan is to make 
a most thorough investigation of the 
question presented in all of its aspects, 
not only with a view to fhe ascertain­ 
ment of the cost of building a great 
government factory, but after this has 
been accomplished proposff on- will be 
invited for the sale of a c« molete 
plant to the government. 
Whi.e this 
last information was not specifically di­ 
rected to be furnished to congress iii 
the law. it is deemed d* siratde to sup­ 
ply it in order to permit of a considera­ 
tion of the economic advantages cf 
each plan. 
In the pursuit of the first branch of 
the subject it will be necessary for the

Those 
as laid down for the guidance of the 
I* ani are first, accessibility to iron aud 
coal aud rout s of transportation, so 
that the heavy armor produced may be 
readily laid down at tidewater where 
naval vessels are built. 
Next, weight must be given to the 
character of the population of tile place 
from an industrial p int of view and 
its ability ro furnish a large stock of 
skilled mechanics for the government 
to draw upon in m anning its plant. So 
far there lias been no lack of sugges­ 
tions to the navy departm* ut from 
people who would like to locate the 
plant. They have come, according to

Impure water 
has its effect both on the health of tne 
animals and the quality of the milk . In 
many pastures are seen small pi>ol 8 m 
which the cows stand during the heat 
of the day to rid themselves of fluo 
The water in these becomes filthy and 
is k ept stirred up by the movements of 
the rattle, and w'here, as is often the 
case, it is the only water oi'tainable 
the cows are compelled to drink it. 
This can usually be avoided by fencing 
the pond and k eeping the cattle out. If 
this water is needed for the rattle it can 
be drawn out by a pipe laid on the low­ 
er side in a trough from which the cows 
can drink . 
^ , 
In a close, crowded and ill ventilated 
stable, where there is too little airspace 
for carh nnimrtl. the air l« -« s.inHs foul 
from the exhalations, and this affects 
the milk as well as the health of t^e ^ 
anim als. 
Tlie remedy in this case is to 
provide more room for the stock and 
better ventilation. 
The st^ible should be k ept as clean as 
possible and the cows well bedded and 
clean. 
The utmost cleanliness should 
be observed in m ilk ing. All dirt should 
be brushixi from the cow Itefore begin­ 
ning to milk , and it is best to dampen 
the udder and flank of the cow, so as to 
prevent the dust and fine dirt from fall­ 
ing into the milk . 
The milk should be 
strained im m ediately after m ilk ing and 
not allowed to stand in the cow stable 
any longer tlmn is absolutely necessary .

TH E SIBERIAN RAILWAY. 


F rom P ek in g to L ondon In Less T han H a lf 
th e T im e It N ow Take*. 
The directors of the Great Siberian 
railw ay are already figuring on a tim e 
table from Loudon to Peking, which 
w ill go into effect iii July, 1901. 
The 
journey w ill occupy less than 15 days, 
as follows: Train, four hours from Lon­ 
don to Osteud; to Warsaw, distance 
1,662 kilometers, in 19 hours, a rate of 
80 kilom eters an hour; Warsaw to Ba- 
traki, 2,219 kilometers, is to lie accom­ 
plished in 84 
hours, 64 kilom eters an 
hour. 
Russian trains are much slower 
than the west European systems. From 
B atraki to Toheliabinsk, where the new 
Siberian line actually commences, 1,127 
kilom eters, 21 hours, at a further re­ 
duced speed, 58 kilom eters an hour. 
From Toheliabinsk to Vladivostok, dis­ 
tance 9.288 kilometers, at a mean speed 
of 42 kilometers, w ill take 221 hours. 
Thus, the entire journey of 14,191 kilo­ 
m eters w ill occupy 296 hours, or 12‘v 
days, as against the present tim e of 88 
days by the Suez canal aud 28 days via 
the Canadian Pacific, 
lf the 80 kilo­ 
m eter speed on the Osteud-Warsaw’ sec­ 
tion could be m aintained throughout, 
the journey would be accomplished in 
7 
days. 
M aking every allowance for 
difficulties in the way of high speed 
across the Siberian steppes, there is a 
large m argin for improvement from 
Tcheliabinsk to Vladivostok.

James Bariud, a Scotch Presbyterian 
living in Englewood, Ills., tells a won­ 
derful tale of marvelous spirit visita­ 
tions which have apiwared to liini. 
Of the communicutions which he has 
had with the invisible world four v i­ 
sions with a sign or miracles have im ­ 
pressed themselves indelibly upon his 
mind. He says that it is useless to deny 
their reality. He shuts oft all question­ 
ing with the sweeping statement that 
“ discussion or supposition is out of 
place.” 
Unlike some who have bet n fortunate 
enough to communicate with the spirit 
world, Mr. Barnet experienced no de­ 
cided agitation of mind at tiie time of 
these startling and uncanny visitations. 
In one instance the uninvited caller 
from the invisible region was thought 
to be a burglar. 
He did not have the 
thrill of delight nor the exalted feeling 
which came to S t Theresa, as in ecsta­ 
sies she saw the vision of the Virgin 
Mary and of Christ. 
His visions have 
not been of the same kind, either, as 
that of St. Simon Stock, general of the 
Carmelite order, who received* in a vis­ 
ion the scapular from the Virgin Mary. 
As a rule the miraculous powers of 
spirit laud have not furnished Mr. Bar- 
net with the most pleasing class of vis­ 
ions. 
Their coufirmatiou and verifica­ 
tion have shown them to be of a melan­ 
choly and discouraging nature.

HARD ON TOBACCO MEN. 


A S h o rt P» r» K r» |>li T h a t W ill Co « t Tli« (ta 
.'Vlurh Ulon»]'. 
The Dingley law lias caused a panic 
among importers of toha<;co, who de­ 
clare that one short paragraph in the 
new law means a loss to them of thou» 
sands of dollars every year. 
The para­ 
graph is a part of section 33 of the act 
which compels importers to pay duty 
ou tobacco at tho weight it goes into 
the bonded warehouse. This takes from 
tobacco men a privilege that has for 
uiatiy years been accorded to them by 
the taritf laws. 
Under the Wilson act 
and previous laws imixirters have had 
their tobacco reweighed at the time of 
its withdrawal from himded warehouses, 
and ou this weight duties were col­ 
lected. 
The weight of tobacco is greatly re­ 
duced during tlie bonded period by 
evaporation. 
When tobacco arrives from a long 
ocean voyage, it is frequently iusufti* 
cieutly cured and has absorbed a large 
percentage of moisture. 
This moisture 
evaporates in the warehouse. 
Expi^rti 
estimate that the importer saves |25 to 
|40 a bale on Sumatra and sometimes 
as high as |7 0 a bale on Havana leaf b y 
paying on the drieo out tobacco. 
I| 
porters w ill now gain nothing by delay, 
but must pay duties at |1.H5 fier pound 
of the weight ou their tobacco at the 
time of its arrival. 
They estimate that 
the 
loss to importers in New York 
alone w ill be |50(),’DOO a year. 


A H lg h lf GifttYd liid lAO G irl.

She 
was one of twins, and, according to the 
barbarous superstition oí the Indians, 
was condemned to die, it being consid­ 
ered an ill omen to raise twin.s. Nahina, 
the little papno8<i, was found in the 
bushes iu a famished couditiou, and 
Professor tJox of the Indian scbf>ol took 
her iu charge, unioicwu ro the parents, 
and hah adopted her as his own child.

There are about half a dozen men ^ 
tt. Louis who make a living in rather 
a peculiar manner. They have come t* 
I,** known as “ ambulance chasers. ’ *0*1 
one or mort of them can he found ou 
the scene cif almost every accident. 
The occupation of the "ambulant* 
chaber” is rather a new one, althorn 
the methods he uses have been un* d to 
gain the same end* for years tack. Thy 
“ ambulance chaser” is in the employ 
of some lawyer who makes a specialty 
of handling damage suits. 
When an accident of any sort hap 
liens, the “ ambulance chaser” is rigijt 
to the front in the crowd which g.uh- 
ors. 
He gets the name and address of 
the person who is injured, or if th* vie 
tim is se badly injured that he cannot 
give his name and address the lawyer's 
agent follows the ambulance to the die 
perjury, where he usually finds a wit 
to learn what he wishes. 
In a few days he calls on the person 
who was injured aud explains to hun 
what a good case he has if he will sn** 
for damages. If the injured person ban 
not sufficient means to prosecute tbs 
suit or shows a disinclination to do bo 
the “ chaser ” get in his fine work aud 
offers to find an attorney who will take 
the case and carry it through to comple­ 
tion for a percentage of the amomit 
gained as damages, all this at no cost 
to the plaintiff, for if the suit is lost 
the lawyer gets no pay. The smooth 
"chaser” usually succeeds in geum# 
the case on these terms. 
The “ ambulance chaser” and his 
boss, the attorney, who lives by drum 
ming up suits to recover for injuries 
sustained in accidents, are blocking op 
the dockets of the courts with cases. 
The street car companies are the prin­ 
cipal sufferers, aud some of them are 
made defendants in cases of damages 
for accidents which never occurred. 
Some of the jobs put up on these cor­ 
porations are almost beyond belief. 
In one case where an old man sued to 
recover a large amount for the loss of a 
leg, upon the allegation that he had 
been thrown from the rear platform, it 
was proved by the testimony of bis 
neighbors that he had been injured by 
falling from a window in his own 
house. He finally admitted that he had 
been induced to bring suit by a lawyer’s 
agent.—St. Louis Republic.

Transvaal Gold. 
Of his recent extended study of the 
gold resources oi South Africa Dr. 
Becker says that the Transvaal republic 
I contains th** largest gold deposits in the 
i world. 
W ithin lo miles of Johannes­ 
burg there is an am ount of gold, prac­ 
tically in sight, i jtimatc I to be worth 
$3,500,000,000, or nearly as much as 
the entire volume of gold coin now in 
the world. The gold is extraordinarily 
uniform, as uniform as coal in an or­ 
dinary deposit, as shown by shafts 
which have been sunk to a depth of 
1,800 feet and diamond drillings which 
have gone still farther. Af present the 
gold is being taken out at the rate of 
$ 1 0 0 ,0 0 0 , 0 0 0 a year. 
The most surprising news which Dr. 
Becker brings is the testim ony of an 
American who was form erly his assist­ 
ant in the geological survey, aud who 
is now engaged in m ining in the T rans­ 
vaal, where he has made several m il­ 
lions of dollars. The American m ining 
expert says to ii is knowledge ami belief 
the gold deposits, instead of being 80 
miles long—the region now in sight—is 
practically 1 , 2 0 0 miles long, except that 
in the rest of the region later deposits 
have come in over the gold. This, how­ 
ever, w ill not prevent economical m in­ 
ing, but w ill simply delay it.—Popular 
Science News.
